In‘‘considering last week the Customs 
Gazette for the first quarter of this year, 
we dealt more particularly ‘with the 
ning 'treaty ports whose revenue showed. 
‘an improvement dn’ 1890; ‘arid ‘we have 


now’ to ‘exathine’ thé ten potts which’ 


showed a decline: These were the'thrée 
northern ports, Newchwang, ‘Tientsin, 
and Chefoo:; Haukow alone of the river 
ports; Ningpo and Wénchow on the 
middle coast ; ‘l'akow in Formosa ; and 
Amoy, Swatow and Pakhoi on the south 
coast. In Newchwang the decline was 
very trivial, export and coast. trade 
duties being the culprits. Imports of 
all kinds showed an improvement, not- 
ably American drills and sheetings, which 
rose from 11,000,and 15,000 pieces to 
20,000 and 43,000 respectively. The 
only export. which fell off noticeabl: 

was wild silk, of which only 2,572 picul 

went forward in the quarter against 
the abuormal quantity of 6,276 piculs 
in 1890. Other’ preduce was im full 
supply.’ At Tientsin the: chief decline 
was in the import and coast trade 
duties, . Imports of piece goods of all 
kinds and of yarn were very large, 
metals fell off a little, and there was a 
marked decline in'the import of sugar. 
Of the exports that interest the foreign 
merchant, skins and. wool were in con- 
siderable excess, white and coloured 
straw-braid were about the same as in 
1890, but. no mottled braid was ship- 
ped. At Chefoo, which did worst’ of 
the three northern ports, the decline 
was in: the. export and’ coast trade 
duties ; there was .a very general: fall-

s “THREE CHINESE POETS. 
26th May. 

A YEW years ago M. Camille, Huart 
drew attention to the well-known poet 
of last century, Yuen ''sz-tsai, and the 
payer he wrote was published 'in the 
fournal of the China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society. There is a story 
of the youth of this poet, not mentioned 
by M. Huart, which illustrates the way 
in, which the Chinese system works, 
Many eminent Chinese authors. have 
been poor at first and without any books 
but the classics. Among them was the 
author above mentioned, one of tlie 
three inost noted poets of Jast century, 
He belonged to. a family in humble 
. circumstances and he tells how he first 
got a new book, a selection of ancient 
Poenie of ‘and before the ‘l'ang dynasty.

Yet if 
you meet 'a Buddhist, it is ten to one 
that he will say he becanie a priest 
because he had ‘nothing to eat. ‘Such 
ersons would be robbers if not Budd- 
hists so that it is politically advantage- 
ous to encourage Buddhism, lest’ they 
should take’ to the road and be out- 
laws, He does not believe in Budd- 
hism as a religion’ or as a‘ philosophy, 
but he believes it is useful to the State, 
in present circumstances. It is remark- 
able that with all-the fondness the Con- 
fucianists have for Buddhist literature 
they do not adopt Buddhism as a creed. 
‘The system of examinations prepares 
for official life. It is the proper duty 
ofa literary man to'help in governing 
the country. The ‘examinations are 
held to give the emperor good subor- 


| dinates to act as magistrates. Governing 


is the scholars’ profession aud all his 
literary gifts are'at the disposal of the 


sovereign.

There ig no si tion 
that the officials were not: honestly 
anxious, to, protect the foreigners, but 
they had to confess their want. of con- 
fidence in their ability to do it, ‘They 
warned the foreigners that the danger 
was real and. imminent, and that the 
threats to.destroy the foreign, property 
were not the. mere empty vapouriugs in 
which the Chinese sometimes. delight. 
More than this, the foreigners were 
advised that the soldiers were unre- 
liable, that, the Taotai|who has charge. 
of foreign relations was aut.of.the city, 
—thereis no doubt perfectly reasonable 
explanation of this absence—and that it 
was advisable to send the women and 
children ‘away,, There was no panic 
among the missionaries; they did not 
put off or disguise their ordinary 
foreign dress, but they properly and 
quietly sent away, the more helpless 
and defenceless members of the com- 
munity. It must be remembered that 
Nanking: lies so far from the. river, 
that even if there had been a gunboat 
there, it would have been no use— 
beyond the woral effect of its presence 
—except as a refuge. We hear from 
some of those who let Nanking tat 
there was 10 popular opposition shown 
to them: as ‘they paised through the 
streets ; they were not even saluted as 
“foreign devils.” It is evident that 
the riot there was part of a concerted 
lan, aud that the disaffection is very 
Heep and, wide-spread ; that as’ we have 
already remarked, it is not atnoug the 
people, who are merely the tools of 
those who. are trying to, embroil the 
government with foreigners. It is a 
yery. serious matter for the government 
aud for the. foreign ministers, the latter 
of whom must be shaken by. this time 
out of their complacent conviction that 
the government, has botli, the will and 
the power to protect foreigners all over 
China; and it is an unfortunatethingthat 
just.at, this time when his advice would 
e of most service to the government, 
the Viceroy Li Hung-chang, without 
whose assistance Graid Council 
takes no step in foreign affairs, should 
have gone” off’on # cruise to inspect the 
northem fortified places.

power placed in the hands of municipal 
authorities to deal with all waterways 
(other than navigable streams), in the 
interests of the public. and by arrange- 
ment with the landowners whose. pro- 
ty is affected thereby ; and 2Qndly, 
by the Council to compel the owners of 
lots which are a nuisance to the sur- 
rounding owners or residents to take 
such steps as will place their propert; 
in a condition which at least renders 
it, satisfactory from a sanitary point 
of view. Without entering upon the 
question of a free water supply, the 
only serious objection which could 
be raised by the Chinese to placing 
the management. of waterways, under 
foreign.control is that foreigners do not 
appreciate the- extent to which the 
creeks are, made use of by the vatives ;

It is scarcely six months since this part 
of Chins was suffering from such floods as 
had not been seen fur two gonerations, 
but: this spring has been as dry as any 
which wecan remember. ‘The dust-storms 
have been not merely unintermittent, but of 
a frightful character, even for North China. 
Within the past two or three weeks they 
have taken the form of violent winds, each 
of which at sea would almost make a young 
typhoon. In the Hengshui district we hear 
that the roof of a theatrical pavilion was 
blown for miles, and that two children were 
blown away, one killed, and the other never 
heard of. At Kuch‘eng a theatrical mat 
shed was whirled into the river, and great 
damage done. In our own’ immediate 
vicinity huge trees have been euapped off, 
‘and in some instances the roofs of houses 
have been carried quite away. It was 
interesting to notice that some of ‘the

OFFICIAL SEAL WORN OUT. 

Ch‘ang-shun reports that he is informed 
by the Deputy Lieutenant-General station- 

at Sansing that the official seal of that 
officer is worn out through long use and 
that the Manchu and Chinese seal characters 
engraved thereon are illegible. The seal 
in question was issued by the Board during 
the 14th year of Kiang Hi and has thus 
been in use for upwards of 140 years. It 
is therefore n to have a new seal 
engraved and the Deputy Lieutenant 
General asks that on the new seal the 
characters “having jurisdiction over Fu 
K‘ochin” be added. 

Memorialist finds it laid down in the 
Dynastic Institutes that whenever a seal 
in use in the provinces is worn out, ap- 
plication must be made to the Board to

APPEAL CASE IN CRIHLI, 

Li Hung-chang reports the rehearing of 
the following oase whioh hed been appealed 
to the Emperor in mn. On the 16th 
of December 1887, Kao Ssu, Kno Pa and 
Liu Teng-yeh went out to search for con- 
traband salt. On the road they fell in 
vith a certain man named, Prang Fu 
who was driving a donkey carrying a 
back of green beans.” Kao Su, imagining 
the sack contained salt, proceeded to 
search the same s proceeding which was 
at once objected to by the owner of the 
beans. In the quarrel that ensued, 
Ssu produced a knife and after inflictin, 
Fu he and his 
companions left him on the road and went 

k. Shortly afterwards P‘ang’s son 
Fu-jui who had come out to look for 
his father found him lying on the road 
unable to move, so he took Irim on his back 
and carried him home. He then went to 
the Salt Office and reported the matter, 
asking that some enquiry be made into the 
conduct of the examiners. Kao Ssu an 
his comrade stoutly denied that anyone 
from the office had been out searching for 
salt on that day and eventually tied Pang 
Fu-jui up and gave him a beating. Two 

afterwards P‘ang Fu died from the 
effects of the injuries he had received, and 
at the request of his son the late Acting 
Distrist Magistrate held an inquest on 
the bedy. While the inquest was bein; 
hela it 20 happened that two men named 
Chao Lien-t‘sai and Chao Lien-k‘uan, who 
had robbed an inhabitant of Ho Chien- 
hsien of six strings of cash, were arrested 
by the braves attached to the Sale Ofice 
and temporarily put in charge of Kao Ssu 
for safe custody. ‘The latter knowing that 
‘Pang Fu’ was dead conceived the idea of 
saddling the two Chaos with the crime and 
produ the original knife which he 
ad “used, alleged ‘that he had found it 
‘on the person of Chao Lien-tsai and charged 
him with having murdered Pang Fu, which 
accusation Chso of course vehementl 
aa. eqrbiletheatter was boing Tooke

Since Ch‘ang Shun’s arrival ut his:post, he 
has endeavoured by meatis of passes and 
registration to exercise some control ‘over 
these people and to discriminate the good 
from the bad. There are however innumer- 
able difficulties in the way; the mountain 
recessesare difficult of access, the forests are 
thick, and in spring and summér the rouds 
are veritable quagmires. For the work of 
hunting down criminals in such’ ‘districts 
cavalry is entirely, unsuited and inemorialist 
proposes to increase the number of irifantry 
under his orders, without however at the . 
same time increasing the expenditure. In 
the Chisheng and, Heiayung campe the pre- 
force consists of five hundred and forty 
of and men, the wonthly cost of whict 
amounts to Tis. 2,924. Memorialist in- 
tends to increase this forceby three hundred 
and fifty-eight infantry at an increased cost 
per month of Tis, 1,616, which he proposes 
to meet by abolishing five mounted soldiers 
at every barrier throughout all Kirin.

THE DISAFFECTION IN CHINA. 


To the Editor of the 
Noxra-Cama Dariy News, 


‘Siz,—In the course of conversations with 
‘you, (as well as with’a few others), during 
the past three years, the most recent occa~ 
sion having occurred nearly a year ago, I 
made (inter alia) the following statements : 

(1) That the greater patt of worthern and 
mid-China is full of disaffection, and honey- 
combed with secret societies. 

(2) ‘That the provinces bordering on the 
river Yangteze are the most disaffected. 

(3) ‘That Nanking iteelf is the head centre. 

(4) That the one object in which all the 
secret sucieties agree is the desire to destroy 
or drive out of China the present Manchu 














dynasty. 

(6) That the method which these societies 
consider to be the most likely to enable 
them to effect their purpose is to embroil 


the present government with foreign powers, 
so that if a war with a foreign power sliould 
occur, a favourable opportunity for a rebel- 
lion would then And that even if 
war was not actually brought about, the 
state of friction would be such that no 
foreigu power would be likely to sympathise 
with, or actively assist the government of 
China, 

(6) That no rising would take placo so 
loug as Tséng Kuo-chuan was Viceroy 
Nanking, but that his removal, or deat! 
jead to. active preparations, 
serious outbreaks, which would tal 
form of attacks upon foreign property in 

he Yaugtaze valley. 

(2) That the secret societies have grown, 
and are growing rapidly in, numbers, and 
strength ; aud that they include not onl 
toany offeiala, but some of high rant, but 
civil and military. 

T also mentioned to you, shortly after it 
occurred, the fact that the Viceroy Tsing 
having been granted leave to proceed to 
Peking, and having started overlund, 
accidental discovery was made in Navkinj 
of a very serious couspiracy, the news of 
which having been immediately telegraphed 
to Peking, a telegrams was sent ordering the 
Viceroy Tséog to return at once to 
king, and that this telegram having ove 
taken him on his journey, he at once re- 
}, returned to Nanking and 
left it. 

The Vicoroy ‘Tstng died suddenly in 
November last. Liu Kuu-yi was appointed 
Viceroy in his stead, aud Shéu Ping-chéng 
was appointed acting Viceroy until Liu 
Kun-yi took over charge of the post. .Shén 
Ping-chéng handed over thi of office 
to Lia Kun-yi on the 29th of ‘April.

“Tf you were of the same religion as your 
neighbours, your shop would not have 
been lng oh Arrived at the house of 
Liou his first words were: ‘You have 
killed a heathen, and to hide your crime 
you hhave yourself set fire to your house. 
know the rascality of the Christians and 
I will never allow them to kill our people 
with impunity.” ‘The two brothers Liou 
were then immediately seized, and taken 
into the town in spite of their protesta- 
tions. In vain did they plead that they had 
fled from their houses on the 20th, and 
that. it was the militin who had pursued 
the incendiaries, and killed a man, who 
had wounded: one, of the patrol.” The 
magistrate would not hear a word. ‘The 
Sub-Prefect, who had before judged justly, 
now sided ‘with the weiyue, The two 
brothers and four. brigands brought in by 
the militia were tried together ; the latter 
pronounced innocent, and the former handed. 
over to the yanén runners to be watched. 


In November, 1886, an official document 
was signed in Chungking, which said: “A 
persecution having brought about the de- 
struction of the Church of Lungehui, of the 
Dispensary of Sanku and of that of Wanku 
an ihdemnity of 7,000 tacls is given. The 
Christians of theSub-Prefecture of Ta‘tsiou, 
who have been victims of the persecution, 
shall receive an indemnity of 8,000 taels. 
As for the rioters who destroyed the 
churches, colleges, and dispensary of Ta- 
hien, T’atsiou, and Tongleang, the man- 
darins of these places will receive orders to 
take them, and judge them without parti 
ality according to the rigour of the law.” 


Not one of the persecutors being punished 
the same troubles were about to occur the 
Your following, but the new Sub-Prefect 
louang went himself to Lungchui to watch, 
and installed himself in a temple opposite 
the ruins of the church.

SECOND PERSECUTION aT TATSIOU IN 1888. 
It was not till the beginning of 1888 
that leave was obtained to rebuild the 
church of Lungehiu. ‘The edict of the 
‘Taotai posted in the market place announced 
it to. the people, and the officers of the 
nilitis were ordered. to. watch over the 
yublic. safely. The building began in 
Wrarch, and ail went well till the féle of 
Lin Kwan when papers were stuck upon 
fhe walls calling upon the people to destroy 
the church again. ‘The mandarin put out 
4 fresh proclamation upon being asked, and 
two influential men of the town were ap- 
pointed to keep onder: ‘They did al they 
could, but the impunity of previous occa- 
sions rendered the measures taken inefi- 
cacious. On the 27th of July, the féte of 
Lin Kwan, by 10 o'clock a great crowd had
